Architects and artists are taking 
much interest in the bill of Senator 
Newlands providing for the creation of 
a bureau of arts. 

Cass Gilbert, retiring president of the 
International Institute of Architects, 
wrote to Senator Newlands regarding 
his bill providing for the creation of the 
bureau of arts that he had "seen no 
criticism whatever in the press" of the 
proposed law. 

"This seems to be the general senti- 
ment,'' said Senator Newlands, in re- 
ferring to the matter. 

"As far as I can judge," said an en- 
dorser of the bill, "this is one of the 
most unselfish measures ever intro- 
duced in Congress. It is recommended 
by every consideration of business and 
art. Without doubt its passage would 
be a great benefit to the entire country. 
It would not be an injustice to any one, 
and it would not be a financial burden, 
but, on the contrary, would be an 
economy."

As announced exclusively in the 
ART NFWS last winter and many 
times reiterated since that time in its 
columns, despite strenuous denials, the 
art collections of the late Charles T. 
Yerks art to be sold at public auction. 

It is now announced that by order 
of the Federal Circuit Court for New 
York the contents of the famous 
Yerkes house and galleries will be sold 
by Mr. Thomas E. Kirby of the Amer- 
ican Art Association, probably in late 
February or early March — the date not 
yet fixed. The Yerkes collections are 
well known to dealers, collectors and 
many art lovers, for their late owner 
was always pleased to admit appre- 
ciative visitors to his house and gal- 
leries. There are nearly 300 paintings, 
on which the high valuation has been 
placed of $1,500,000 and over. 

Some of the canvases are famous, 
notably the four examples of Rem- 
brandt, which include the ''Portrait of 
a Rabbi,'' the 'Thilemon and Baucis," 
the "Raising of Lazarus," and the 
"Portrait of Joris de Coulery" ; the four 
examples of Franz Hals, "The Singing 
Girl," "Portrait of a Woman," "Violin 
Player," and "The Singers"; the two 
Hobbemas and the two Pieter De 
Hooglife;'^^ fine Holbein ; two fine Ee- 
niers, and the examples of Van Ostade, 
Van.Gayen, Van, der Neer, Bronzino, 
Kaiphael^Van Mieris^ Van Dyck, Luini, 
Memling,., Guardi^- Watteau; Greuze, 
five superb Corots, six Daubignys, five 
Dupres, two RotESseatis, four Troyons, 
two Millets, fotrr Diazes,, and examples 
also of BotrviBy-Caziti,. Decamps, Dele- 
croix, Meissonier,. DetarHe, Courbet, 
Alma Tadema, Burne Jones, and four 
Turners. 

There are some most valuable rugs, 
carpets and tapestries, including a 
XVIth century mosque carpet which 
cost Mr. Yerkes $100,000. 

The tapestries include four Boucher 
panels, Flemish tapestries after Te- 
niers' cartoons and Beauvais tapestries 
after Van Loo. Some fine bronzes and 
old furniture complete the collections.

Henry and the Girard Trust Company, 
were placed on exhibition at the Amer- 
ican Art Galleries, No. 6 East 23d 
Street, yesterday. The sale will take 
place at Mendelssohn Hall on Friday 
evening next, Feb. 4, at 8:30 o'clock. 
The pictures are perhaps the most rep- 
resentative examples of the "Men of 
1830" ever offered at public sale in New 
York. Mr. Henry was a collector of 
intelligence, knowledge and enthusi- 
asm, and the remarkable success of his 
first salCj 1907, emboldened him to as- 
semble another collection of the same 



The examples of Daumier sold far 
too cheaply.

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LONDON LETTER. 



London, Jan. 19, 1910. 

Owing to the general election, which 
is in full swing at the moment of writ- 
ing, art-dealing for the time is at a 
complete standstill. Usually the sale- 
rooms are opened after the Christmas 
holidays in the first or second week of 
. January, but this year Messrs. Christie 
and. other leading firms have decided 
that it is useless to attempt re-opening 
before the end of the month or begin- 
ning of February. The Bond Street 
galleries are naturally suffering, as well 
as the sale-rooms, and have to com- 
plain not only of a temporary loss of 
business, but loss of visitors also. 

To give a topical turn to their art 
column, some of the daily paper critics 
have been searching about for portraits 
of celebrated politicians, and as a result 
of their enquiries they profess aston- 
ishment that so few British statesmen 
have been painted by really great ar- 
tists. It is hoped 
that their re- 
marks will cause 
political clubs and 
organizations to 
pay rnore atten- 
tion in future to 
' the status of the 
painters to whom 
they give commis- 
sions for portray- 
ing their chosen 
leaders. 

In a few con- 
stituencies parha- 
mentary candi- 
dates have been 
questioned on art 
matters, as sug- 
gested some time 
ago by the Lon- 
don Art News. 
The .Questions put 
to candidates in 
the Stock Ex- 
change Division 
of Liverpool and 
other constitu- 
encies were : "Are 
you in favor of the 
creation of a 
Ministry of Fine 
Arts? Are you in 
favor and would 
you support a 
measure whereb}- 
a portion of the 
state funds 
should be set 
aside annually for 
the purchase of 

works by living artists?'' In Liver- 
pool negative and affirmative replies 
have been given by opposing candi- 
dates, so local artists are working in 
this constituency to secure the return 
of the candidate who has pledged him- 
self to further these reforms if returned 
to Parliament. 

At a meeting of the Royal Academy 
held at Burlington House on Thursday, 
Stanhope Forbes was promoted to full 
-academical honors. Stanhope Forbes 
was born in Ireland, but is now chiefly 
associated with Cornwall, being one of 
the founders of what is known as the 
Newlyn School, and a popular pictorial 
exponent of Cornish fisher life. This 
vacancy now filled by Stanhope Forbes 
was caused by the retirement of Nor- 
man Shawj the well-known architect, 
who has stated that too many Academi- 
cians stay on after they ought to retire 
and that he wished to make room for 
the younger men. 

At the same meeting four vacant 
Associateships were filled by the elec- 
tion of William Orpen, painter, F. Der- 
went Wood, sculptor, and Ernest 
George, architect. William Orpen 
is only thirty-one, is a leading member 



of the New English Art Club, and his! 
brilliant gifts are generally recognized. 
He was born at Dublin, studied at the 
art school in that city and afterwards 
came to the Slade School in London. 
F. Derwent Wood was a student at the 
Academy Schools and has been for 
some years past a prominent exhibitor 
at the International Society and Royal 
Academy. Ernest George was born in 
London in 1839, was an Academy stu- 
dent and in 1908-9 president of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects. 

The vacancy for an Honorary Acad- 
emician was filled by the election of the 
French military painter, Edouard De- 
taille, after a keen contest, the "runner

EXHIBITIONS NOW ON. 
Aiethea Piatt at Pov/ell's. 

An interesting exhibition of recent 
works by Alethea Hill Piatt is on at 
the Powell Art Galleries, to continue 
through Feb. 5. The display in- 
cludes oils and watercolors painted in 
Brittany and rural England, and show, 
the seriousness of this artist's work, 
and also the rapid strides she has made 
in her art the last few years. 

Of the twenty-eight excellent can- 
vases, those which most command at- 
tention are **01d English Inn by 
Moonlight," delightful in color and 
full of tender sentiment and poetic 
qualities. "Dartmoor after Rain," 
good in values and well handled; 
"After the Daylight," well painted ; an 
Englished thatched cottage and sheep, 
a strong and original work. 

"A Woodland Shepherd" is tender 
in sentiment, and fine in atmospheric | 
qualities. "A Country Workshop" is | 
virile in treatment. "A Brittany 
Home" shows a picturesque interior in 
which the artist has caught the real- 
ism of her subject, and painted with 
truth and conviction. "Her Grand- 
father's Garden" is a beautiful bit of 
color. "Old English Kitchen" is ori- 
ginal :in composition and broadly hand- 
led, and "A Midsummer Sunset" is 
brilliant in color and well painted.

An exhibition of twenty-eight well 
chosen and carefully selected examples 
of the Barbizon painters is on at the 
Durand-Ruel Galleries, No. 5 West 36th 
Street, through February 5, It should 
be seen and studied by all lovers 
of the work of the "Men of 1830," 
which has never been approached and 
will probably never be outdone, at least 
for some generations to come. 

Corot heads the catalogue with seven 
examples, all of his earlier period and 
all unusually important and interesting. 
These include the beautiful figure and 
interior, "Italian woman playing on 
Mandolin in a Studio," another figure! 
and interior, "The Dreamer with thei 
Mandolin," the later landscape with fig^ \ 
ure "The Flute Player," the early and' 
most charming landscape, "The Heights j 
of Sevres," that rare little composition! 
"Bridge at Epernon," the equally at-' 
tractive "Coubron road" and the de- 
lightful landscape with figure "Cavalier 
en route." 

Of Delacroix there are five examples 
which include the stirring battle-scene 
"Gotz von Berlichingen," a superb fig- 
ure-work, "The Cup," a characteristic 
rich-colored composition, "Abduction 
by Pirates," and a charming landscape 
with two figures, "Ruth and Boaz." 

There are four works by Decamps, ^ 
long large panel in colored chalks, 
"Prise du Jericho," a landscape with 
cattle, "Vaches a I'abreuvoir," and a 
figure-work of unusual strength, "Le 
tir au miroir." 

Of the four examples of Diaz, all 
good, one, "Storm Effect at Fontaine- 
bleau," is powerful and sombre, of 
beautiful quality. A marine and two 
characteristic landscapes by Dupre, 
two tender typical Daubignys, two fine 
cabinet Troyons, and a rarely good lit- 
tle landscape by Rousseau complete 
this important display. 



Art at the City Club. 

Some interesting paintings by Amer- 
ican artists are shown at the City Club, 
55 West 44th St., until Feb. 1. Among 
them is Albert Groll's characteristic 
"Navajo Desert," one of Mr. Groll's 
best canvases. A large marine by F. 
J. Waugh, "Cloudy Point, St. Yves, 
Cornwall," shows violent wave move- 
ment with Water receding from great 
rocks. Gifford Beale's large "Nor- 
wegian Morning," with fjord and enor- 
mous hills rising straight up from the 
water, make an impressive picture;

Frederic 
Crane has two canvases, and there are 
two landscapes by Wilhelm Funk 
which show his versatility.

Miss Richardson draws strongly and 
correctly, paints broadly and in a virile 
manner, and gets good composition and 
expression. She is essentially a painter 
of women and children, and evinces 
rare sympathy for feminine and infan- 
tile character and temperament in her 
work. The best of her works are "The 
Sleeping Child," "By the Cradle," and 
"Don and his Friend," and the large 
fine canvas, "On the Stairs." Miss 
Richardson's work should be seen more 
often at exhibitions. She is the Mary 
Cassatt of the Pacific slope.
